nia is indeed a land of plenly. It was only a 
few years ago that it did not raise enough 
wheat for home production; now it is able 
to export millions ot bushels. A California 
paper states lhat cotton can be raised in some 
portions of the' State successfully, a lad 
w.hich we think is not generally realized. 
One planter has three hundred acres of thai 
stapla under cultivation. The Golden Stale 
has become most emimentas an agricultural 
as well as a mining Slate.

the bill supplementary lo the enforcement 
act of 1870, relating to the appointment ol 
supervisors of election, was reported with 
amendments.

Much bus beeu written ubout Washlus- 


tou City, Iho scat of government of tlie 
United States; but, is the Queou of Slieba 
said, after her visit to King Solomon, "tho 
half has not been told." Washington Is des- 
tined to become one of, if not the finest 
and most beautiful, cities in ihe Union.— 
Situated as It Is at the bead of navigation 
on tho keautiful Potomac, surrounded upon 
three sides by hills, sloping gradually to 
within a mile of the city, forming an amphi- 
theatre, from tho aidos and top of which 
nearly every housa andstroot is visiblo. 


The city government has recently passed 


into the bauds of "young America" (quoting 
the'expression used by an elderly geutle- 
raan), since which time Watbingtou has 
beeu rapidly rising Into importance as a 
city. I am told that tcu years ago the num- 
ber of inhabitants of this city was 40,000,and 
that today it has more than 120,000. The 
city has recently made a loan of five million 
dollars, for the widening and repairing of 
streels, and other public ImproTemnts, and 
they claim, when completed, they will have 
the iinest streets and city iu the United 
Slates, If not in the wholo world. I have 
been told today that ten millions will not 
complete what has already been begun.— 
The old fogy element has 
been greatly 


frightened, and have persistanllj opposed 
these improvements as needless and ruinous 
Novations. But what has been tho result?— 
Branches of business that were lying dor- 
inimtor nominally dead began to revive, 
eopulatlon began to flow in. Horse-cais 
were introduced, also a magnificent supply ol 
water.by a grand aqueduct.adding greatly to 
the prosperity, interest and comfort of the 
city, and an almost unprecedented increase 
of property ensued. Heal estale, in general, 
*llhin the last ten years, has not only 
doubled but tripled in value. I Was shown 
a few vacant lots on ihe outskirts oflhe cily, 
hat were sold ten years ago for seven cents 
per square foot, and now are selling for one 
Jollar and fifty cents per square foot, ana 
good judges tell me, that real estate will 
double its present value within t e next five 
years. Alas—for the old fogy prophecy—me- 
thinks they have been made wiser and richer 
men. 


I will not attempt to descriie the Capitol, 


I'alent-otrke, Treasury, White House nor 
President Grant.knowlng that all these have 
been described through your columns be- 
fore. But I will atlempt to describe Con- 
gress as I found it and only wish I had the 
ibility for describing it to you more perfect- 
ly, and accurately. Of course tho first place 
to go, after arriving in Washington is to 
Congress (au honor I never expected to en- 
joy). I started, reached the capitol,marched 
up those broad and beautiful steps of gran- 
ite, passing into the rotunda, (this is the 
centre of the budding, immedialely under 
the dome). 
From here I passed through 


the halls lo Ihe Representatives Chamber, 
passing to the gall cries, entering as quietly

[f so, the Lord deliver me from Congress. — 
The scene that first met my eyns, was abou t 
seventy-five men gathered around one whose 
voice I could distinguish abovo all others 
that were talking, and he was declaiming as 
fast and as loud as bis lungs would permit. 
When,all at once.up jumps Ben. Butler, ex- 
claiming at the top of bis voice "It's a lie." 
Thought I to myself, now for a duel or a 
fight on tho spot, but there was neither— 
Pretty soon whack went Speaker Blaino's 
gavel, he at the same time exclaiming, (In 
a tone they understood) "tlie debate is ex- 
hausted"—and so am I. No sooner had the 
javel come down, than down went the 
Speaker, and each one started for his own 
seat, like a lot of tchool boys taking their 
seats at their teacher's bidding.
